PREFACE. 



If an apology be needed for sending forth 
to the world another memoir, when so 
many issue from the press, the author 
ventures to think it is found, in the fact 
of having been told by that eminent dig- 
nitary of our Zion, (to whom he is kindly 
permitted to dedicate it, and "whose 
praise is in all the (Evangelical) Churches,") 
that if it remained unpublished, he would 
be ^^ guilty before God 1" This expression, 
from the lips of such a devoted minister of 
Jesus, had great weight ; and especially as 
uttered in the presence of his late beloved 
brother. The Rev. Hastings Robinson, 
D.D., Rector of Great Warley, Hon. 
Canon of Rochester, and Rural Dean, one 
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of the parties whose conversion to Christ 
is described in the foUowing pages. That 
devoted Christian — then Archdeacon Law 
— ^spoke to this ejffect : " Never have I 
been so deeply interested with any memoir 
as this.

As the object of this pubHcation is two- 
fold — ^the glory of the Tri-une God, and 
the spiritual welfare of immortal souls, — 
as well as to afford encouragement to the 
followers of Jesus, our adorable Emmanuel, 
to speak with fidelity, in the spirit of love, 
to their unconverted relatives, it will be 
unnecessary to adopt the ordinary mode of 
presenting a lengthened biography of the 
individuals whose merciful conversion is 
here recorded by the survivor, who pledges 
his ministerial and Christian character for 
the truth of the narrative. 

In their unregenerate days, before they 
were, by the power of The Holy Spirit, 
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made "new creatures in Christ Jesus/' 
and adopted into the family of the blood- 
royal of heaven, they were proud of an- 
cestry ; but when through rich grace they 
could truly exclaim, in the spirit of adop- 
tion, "Abba, Father^" th^y regarded these 
things in proportion to their real worth. 

Before I commence the memoir, in 
which it will be better to adopt the first 
person, I would observe, lest any one, 
from the occasional extraordinary asser- 
tions, may doubt its truth, that my be- 
loved mother wrote a letter to me, found 
with her Will, which precious document I 
still possess, stating most distinctly that I 
was the honoured instrument, by the power 
of The Holy Spirit, of the conversion 
of every member of my dear family * A 
beautifiil testimony also appears in his 
diary, now in my possession, as to his own 
spiritual benefit by my feeble ejfforts, ac- 

* The following is a verbatim extract of this highly- 
prized document : — 

"Oh, my own William, what do we not all owe to 
you, Tinder the blessuig of God enabling you, in bringing 
us out of darkness into His marvellous light ; and how 
often do I reflect with sorrow, when I think how you, 
my own William, have been persecuted by us, at that 
time, poor miaerdble worldUngs 1" 
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compaoied by the Divine blessing, from the 
pen of my beloved eldest brother, referred 
to in the preface. I desire to say, " Not 
unto me, Lord, not unto me, but ta 
Thy name, be all the praise I" 

It will be prqper to speak first of my 
own conversion, for which infinite mercy 
eternity will not be too long to praise our 
Tri-une God. I was educated in the 
strictest system of morality by kind and 
affectionate parents, of whom it may be 
said, " After the straitest sect of their re- 
ligion, each one lived a Pharisee." (Acts 
xxvi. 5.) They were rigid members of 
the Church of England, as opposed, on 
the one hand, to the Apostate Church of 
Rome, and, on the other, to every species 
of dissent. In a word, they were genuine 
specimens of the old school of " dry moral- 
ity;" and whilst obliged to hear of our 
adorable Emmanuel, The Lord Jesus Christ, 
whose precious name is constantly found 
at the end of our truly scriptural and in- 
valuable prayers, they had no saving know- 
ledge of Him, by the indwelling of The 
Holy Ghost. like multitudes in our 
highly favoured land, His name was on 
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their Kps, but not in their hearts ; and 
whilst they "kept their church," they 
mocked the omnipotent Majesty of Heaven 
every time they repeated our beautiful 
Liturgy. 

My dear father, at the time of my con- 
version to Christ, had been a clergyman 
of the Established Church for fifty-three 
years; and, besides being minor Canon, 
and Chancellor's Vicar of the Cathedral 
Church of Lichfield during that long period, 
he held for nearly the same time the vicar- 
age of Harbome, and for many years the 
vicarage of Barrow, in the coimty of 
Derby; and was domestic chaplain to the 
Countess Dowager of Finliter — a title now 
extinct. Notwithstanding his professedly 
sacred character, and strict morality, he 
had been a card-player for seventy-seven 
years! He commenced playing at the 
age of ten, with his mother — a member of 
the noble house of Hastings — ^when re- 
turning from Gibraltar, in the garrison of 
which place his father, then a captain of a 
dragoon regiment, held a responsible office. 

By him, and my dear mother, I was 
early initiated in the same worldly vanity, 
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and soon after became also a devotee at 
the theatre and ball-room. At the early- 
age of twenty I had acted several times 
as steward at a ball ; and so accomplished 
was I in the art of dancing-I speak of 
it with deep humility — ^that I sometimes 
led the giddy waltZy and constantly joined 
in various new quadrilles, those powerful 
instruments, through the influence of Satan, 
'Hhe god of this world," to ruin immortal 
souls. So devoted was I to this foolish 
and hurtful vanity, that I occasionally 
met som© young officers of the 6th Ennis- 
killen dragoons, (one of whom was subse- 
quently Colonel , who fell gallantly 

in the Crimea, having had his horse 
shot under him,) to practise for the evening 
ball. As a matter of course, with a mind 
so fidvolous, I read novels and romances. 
But, will it be believed— ^1 pledge my 
word, however, for its strict veracity, as 
well as, I repeat, for every part of this 
narrative — ^that at this very period, so 
moral, and in one sense devout, was I, 
that I daily perused six chapters of God's 
precious word, together with all the volumi- 
nous annotations of the Hon. and Rev. Dr. 
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Willoughby, until I completed the sacred 
volume from beginning to end ! This com- 
mentator note; I would certainly not re- 
commend. So precise and particular was 
I, that every word of the Bible and every 
single letter was perused, including even 
the initials a.m. and a.d. with their re- 
spective figures. If I had not finished 
this self-imposed task before I went to 
the ball-room, I never once retired to 
rest until it was completed, even should 
the time be four or five in the morning. 
Whilst a strict nominal Protestant, I was 
as spiritually blind as the members of the 
Apostate Church of Rome ; and, like them, 
jealous of every other communion but my 
own. As to saying prayers — ^not praying 
— I was so exact as to " times and seasons," 
that I daily retired to my room, when 
practicable, at nine o'clock, twelve, three, 
and six, to repeat them from a manual 
of devotions presented to me by a friend. 
This I now possess, and keep as a loving 
memento of God's rich grace and mercy 
in subsequently opening my eyes, by the 
enlightening influence of The Holy Spirit, 
to the nature of true communion with the 
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Tbi-tjne Jehotah. This proves the self- 
righteousness and popery of the natural 
heart of man; and if any doubt in my 
case remain, it will be dispelled when 
I declare the fact, that if I omitted any 
of the accustomed hours, I made up for 
the omissions — ^like a papist counting his 
beads — hj repeating at night all the 
prayers that were left unsaid during the 
day. Truly may it be affirmed, " so foolish 
was I and ignorant" The difficulty, 
himianly speaking, of my conversion, 
was much increased from my peculiarly 
moral character before men. But here 
let no one misunderstand me. I was 
"dead in trespasses and sins, even as 
others," but yet, from restraining grace, 
and not from the slightest particle of 
merit of my own, I was enabled to ab- 
stain from all those iniquities so com- 
monly committed by young men of my 
age and position. Not dissimilar may we 
suppose the feeling of the young man 
recorded in God's Word whom Jesus 
loved, when he exclaimed, "What lack 
I yet?" Truly I did lack "the one 

thing needftil," — ^a regenerate heart, full 

^ \ 
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of The Holy Ghost, and of love to our 
adorable Emmanuel. I was at this period 
a regular attendant at the house of God, 
and not unfrequently, at the Lord's table. 
It is quite clear, however, in the language 
of our 29th Article, I only " carnally and 
visibly pressed with my teeth the sacra- 
ment of the body and blood of Christ," 
without ''feeding on Him in my heart, 
by faith, with thanksgiving." What an 
infinite mercy I was not cut off in my 
sins, and consigned to eternal torment ! 

Without entering too minutely into 
matters connected with my gracious con- 
version,— all of which, however, are truly 
interesting to myself, — I would now ob- 
serve that, from being almost constantly 
engaged in the evenings of the week, 
during my last winter in "the world," 
either at the card-table, the theatre, or the 
ball-room, my health became impaired, 
and the physician, caUed in by my beloved 
parents, strongly Ummended immediate 
change of air. Little, however, did he 
think how my gracious and loving Lord was 
about to overrule this advice, not only, by 
His blessing, for the recovery of my bodily 
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health, but, through rich and abounding 
grace, for the restoration of my immortal 
soul, at least in some degree, to spiritual 
health. Truly may I bear testimony, with 
King David, and milUons of redeemed 
sinners, that " Goodness and mercy have 
followed me all the days of my life." 

The first visit I paid was at the resi- 
dence of a cousin, in the county of Staf- 
ford, whose daughter was married to my 
eldest brother. This lady, with her second 
sister, had for some time felt the power of 
the gospel. One day I accosted them thus : 
" I know not how it is, but on returning 
from the ball, at four or five in the morn- 
ing, I sometimes sleep when saying my 
prayers." The eldest replied, "You can 
keep awake when serving Satan, but sleep 
when in prayer to God ; do you think you 
are fit to die?" I felt somewhat struck 
with the question, and said, " I hope so ;" 
— at the same time feeling a doubt as to 
its truth. But to prove that this remark 
had no abiding effect, I rode on horseback 
not many days after, when visiting a 
family at Lichfield, about twenty miles to 
a ball. On the following morning I 
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walked with two of the young ladies, 
persons of great wealth, with whom I had 
danced, and conversed with them on the 
most frivolous topics. But ! the riches 
of Divine grace ; for, notwithstanding the 
general nature of our conversation, it 
pleased The Lord that I should make one 
remark, which, on meeting her the follow- 
ing year, I found from her own lips, had, 
at least, been instrumental in one of them 
having entirely renoimced the giddy dance ! 
The remark was this, and it may have 
have been the result of my fair cousin's 
rebuke : " I really think it wrong to go so 
often to the ball as I have lately done." 
She told me she reasoned thus, "If one, 
so devoted to the pleasures of the world, 
considers it wrong to go often, it must, in 
proportion, be wrong to go at all ; I will 
never go again." I have seldom, if ever, 
known a case so remarkable, as resulting 
from an observation of an unregenerate man. 
On leaving the family at Lichfield, I 
proceeded on a visit to Sheepshed vicarage, 
in the county of Leicester, which house — 
I write with feelings of deep gratitude — 



was my spiritual birth-place. The sister 
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of the ' clergyman's wife, Miss Beaumont, 
my half cousin, was my Godmother. She 
was a lady of noble blood, and connected 
with many distinguished families, but infi- 
nitely above all earthly distinctions, she 
was, through grace, a daughter of the 
Eang of kings ! To her, as the human 
instrument, I am indebted for my having 
been "turned from darkness unto light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God." (Acts 
xxvi. 18.) Here I would observe, what 
encouragement is this to those who have 
taken upon themselves the responsible 
oflSce she sustained, and which, alas, is too 
frequently undertaken with any motive 
than that which ought to actuate the 
Christian mind. Oh, that all sponsors 
would follow her example ! * 

To make the point as clear as possible, 
it will be better to narrate the interesting 
dialogue nearly verbatim, which I shall be 
able to do from copious notes, and because 
it is engraven on my mind. One morning 
this Christian lady said, " My dear Wil- 
liam, you know 1 am your Godmamma, 
but as I neglected to perform the solemn 

* See Appendix, A, 
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promise I made at your baptism, I shall 
be glad of the opportunity now afforded of 
fulfilling, in some measure, my engage- 
ment. I know you are not now under my 
surveillance, but I hope you will allow me 
to speak to you on the important subject. 
Under a feeling of mauvaise honte, in a 
young man of my age being thus addressed, 
and yet wishing not to lose the character 
of politeness, I replied, " I shall be happy 
to hear you." What an infinite mercy 
that The Lord, who knew my heart, did 
not cut me off, like Ananias and Sapphira, 
for uttering so direct an untruth 1 Miss 
Beaumont proceeded, "I know, (for you 
have told me,) that you daily read six 
chapters of the Word of God; do you 
think you understand what you read ?" I 
hesitatingly replied, ^'I hope so;" when 
she said, "T should like to name some 
passages. What is the meaning of this, 
^The secret of The Lord is with them 
that fear Him, and He will shew them 
His covenant'?" (Psalm xxv. 14.) I 
replied, " I confess I do not understand 
it ; kindly give me your view of the pas- 
sage." She explained it beautifully and 
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experimentally, which taught me my 
ignorance. That striking scripture (Rev. 
ii. 17) was next quoted, ''To him that 
overcometh will I give to eat of the 
hidden manna, and will give him a white 
stone, and in the stone a new name 
written, which no man knoweth saving 
he that receiveth it." When asked if I 
understood it, I replied nearly as before, 
but with more evident confusion. An 
interesting explanation was then given, 
after which she repeated a third text, (1 
John V. 10), "He that believeth on the 
Son of God hath the witness in himself," 
and waited for an answer. At length, I 
said more boldly, "We all know what a 
witness is, this is very clear." But this 
judicious and well-taught follower of 
Jesus, who, I believe, was guided by 
The Holy Spirit in the selection of her 
experimental quotations, added, " Yes ! 
but the witness is connected with a saving 
belief on the Son of Qod," which com- 
pelled me to confess I had never experi- 
enced it. Once more was the sword of 
The Spirit wielded for my benefit, and 1 
Cor. ii. 14 was pressed upon my attention. 
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" The natural man receiveth not the things 
of The Spirit of God, for they are foolish- 
ness unto him : neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned/' I was invited to explain it, but 
without eflect. After a pause, perceiving 
I did not reply, this faithful Godmother 
said, in a most solemn and affectionate 
manner, " My dear friend, let me ask, Are 
you a natural or a spiritual man? In a 
word, are you a real Christian f" This, I 
believe, through the blessed influence of 
The Holy Spirit, was the turning point. 
I replied, with evident emotion, " My 
dear madam, I begin to doubt/' Convic- 
tion powerfully wrought in my soul that 
all was not right ; and yet an opportunity 
immediately occurred to show how Satan 
desired to keep me. in darkness and spiri- 
tual death. Wishing to deepen my con- 
viction, and knowing that I had read the 
Scriptures without spiritual light, she ex- 
claimed, " I perceive how it is ; though 
you have read so much of the Word of 
God, you have not prayed for The Holy 
Spirit to enlighten your understanding 
to understand it." **The Holy Spirit!" 
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« 

I rejoined, " none but Methodists do this." 
^^ William I have you ever been to church, 
and joined in the services V *' Really," I 
answered, with no pleasant feeling, **you 
are trifling with me. I beg your pardon, 
but you know I usually go twice a day." 
** Have you then forgotten th£|,t, in those 
beautiful formularies, we frequently pray 
for His blessed influence? It is evident 
you have been mocking God with your 
lips when your heart was far from Him. 
You have professedly asked for a peculiar 
blessing, without literally knowing for 
what you supplicated." How deeply I 
felt this rebuke I cannot describe ; I be- 
lieve it came with power from on high, 
and it was strengthened by the following 
remark : " Surely we have need of The 
Holy Spirit, for even King David, for his 
personal benefit, although inspired to 
write so many psalms, felt it needful to 
pray, * Lord, open thou mine eyes, that I 
may behold wondrous things out of thy 
law.'" This argument was conclusive, 
and I resolved at once to seek the same 
Heavenly guidance. 

I went to my private room deeply 
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humbled, and believe I am justified in 
asserting, that for the first time in my life 
I really prayed, and felt the value of ex- 
tempore prayer 1 A few broken sentences 
were all I then uttered, such as " Lord 1 
grant me Thy Holy Spirit,^ — I feel I 
must have it if I am to be saved, — I am 
sensible I do not possess it, — enlighten my 
understanding to understand the Scrip- 
tures, — enable me to love Thee 1" Those 
prayers, I doubt not, simple as they were, 
but earnest and sincere, like that of drown- 
ing Peter, '* Lord 1 save, or I perish," re- 
ceived a gracious answer for Emmanuel's 
sake. In two or three days, I forget 
which, I was in my room, perusing the 
precious Bible, with a difierent feeling to 
that experienced in times past. Having 
previously offered up prayer for Divine 
teaching, my particular attention was 
turned to the fifteenth chapter of John, 
respecting Christ as "the true vine" and 
His people as the branches. I think I 
never shall forget this memorable day. 
I may truly say my mind, on reading that 
precious and experimental chapter, was 
enlightened. I felt the Word of God to be 
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a source of much enjoyTnent and interest, 
as I had never done before. A kind of 
soliloquy ensued, and I read each verse 
aloud, making my comment ; whilst, in 
imagination, I saw a vine, with its spread- 
ing branches and fruit, on the wall before 
me. Without minutely detaihng my re- 
marks, though still vividly depicted in my 
memory, I gave a running comment ex- 
pressive of the blessed truth of union with 
Christ, by the indwelling of the Holy 
Spirit, represented by the sap, and the 
never-failing effect produced by such union, 
viz., bringing forth much spiritual fruit to 
the praise and glory of God. New beauties 
seemed to open as I read the chapter; 
and at length, full of joy, I hastened to 
communicate my happiness to my kind 
earthly teacher. Miss Beaumont was 
walking in the garden with two young 
ladies,^ also on a visit at the vicarage, to 
whom, a few days before, I had spoken re- 
specting the last new quadrilles and waltzes. 
They had replied, to my astonishment, in 
monosyllables, intimating that the subject 
was not one in which they took any in- 
terest ; but I interpreted their silence to 
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ignorance of the beau monde. These young 
ladies, I now soon perceived, were fluent 
when speaking upon spiritual topics ; for 
they were Christians I In their presence 
I thus accosted my true friend, "My dear 
Godmother — ^for so I must still call you, — 
I am delighted to read the Bible now, I 
begin to understand it." I then repeated, 
in substance, my soliloquy on "the true 
vine." When 1 concluded she said, with 
animation, "I am thankful for this, — I 
have been waiting for it." This she soon 
explained by saying she had been praying 
for me, and now The Lord was about to 
answer her petitions. Surely this is great 
encouragement to believe that, when ear- 
nest and sincere, 

"Praying breath is never spent in vain." 

It may at least remind us of Cornelius, 
recorded in the tenth chapter of the Acts 
of the Apostles. She proceeded thus, 
^^ Now my dear William, if you feel more 
and more, as I trust you will, the power 
of the gospel, to which, until now, you 
have been an utter stranger, you will not 
be content to keep the blessing to your- 
self, but endeavour to be instrumental in 
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communicating it to others. And if you 
speak to my uncle on the subject, {i.e. my 
venerable father, then in his eighty- 
seventh year !) you must expect persecu- 
tion." '^Persecution !" I exclaimed, "what 
can you possibly mean 1 I persecuted !" 
She replied, "Is it not written in the 
chapter you have just quoted (verse 19), 
^ If ye were of the world, the w6rld would 
love its own, but because ye are not of the 
world, but I have chosen you out of the 
world, therefore the world hateth you.'" 
Being only just enhsted, as it were, in the 
army of Emmanuel, I was but a young 
and very inexperienced soldier; but this 
plain declaration of the Great Captain 
told me clearly that if I would wear the 
crown I must bear the cross, and if I would 
belong to the church triumphant in heaven, I 
must be a member of the church militant on 
earth. I knew not, however, the full mean- 
ing, which I now see, that our martyred 
Reformers and the other compilers of our 
Liturgy gave to the expression in our Bap- 
tismal service (part of which has been so 
perverted to suit the unscriptural dogmas 
of the Tractarian school) viz., "We sign this 
:i 
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child with the sign of the cross, in token 
that he should not be ashamed to confess 
the faith of Christ crucified, and Jight 
Tnanfully under His banner against siii, 
the world, and the Devil, and to continue 
Christ's faithful soldier and servant unto 
his life's end?" I need no other proof of 
my ignorance of its meaning, than my 
breaking this covenant with multitudes of 
professing Christians, every time I engaged 
in worldly vanities, and therefore making 
it of none efiect.* 

On leaving my invaluable friend that 
morning, she kindly placed in my hands 
three small publications of The Religious 
Tract Society, 56, Paternoster Row, and 
164 Piccadilly, entitled ^^ Search the Scrip- 
tures," " Christ the only Refuge from the 
Wrath to come," and " The Duty of caring 
for the Souls of Relatives" This last was 
peculiarly applicable to the spiritual cam- 

* I would here observe, this fact alone nullifies the un- 
scriptural view of the Tractarians, who may be also ans- 
wered by one arrow from God's armoury, viz., 1 Cor. 
i. 14: "I thank God I baptized none of you, but 
Crispus and Gains." Why so ? Because, as Paul thanked 
God he only baptized imo persons, it is quite dear he did 
not identify the ordinance with the baptism of the Holt 
Ghost, commonly called Baptismal Regeneration, or he 
would wish to baptize the whole world ! 
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paign in which, under my precious Captain, 
I was shortly about to engage. The same 
kind friend also gave me a valuable little 
work on " Prayer," by the Rev. Edward 
Bickersteth, ^' whose praise is in all the 
(Evangelical) Churches," and which I found 
very useful. I subsequently named the 
circumstance to him, when he expressed 
himself as most thankful. To the fact of 
the first sound religious publications pe- 
rused by me being those of the invaluable 
society referred to, may, perhaps, be 
traced my love for it from that time. 
Eternity alone will reveal the benefit, 
which, under the influence of The Holy 
Spirit, their books and tracts have con- 
ferred on immortal souls. I have been 
privileged for about eight and forty years, 
to distribute these little "messengers of 
mercy," and would truly say. To the Tri- 
une God be all the praise ! It is a peculiar 
cause of thankfulness, in these days of 
Rationalism, Ritvxdism, and Moinanism, 
that any one who loves " the truth as it is 
in Jesus" — "the truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth," may select, 
from their voluminous catalogues, so many 
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publications, suitable to every spiritual 
disease, and for every degree in the spiritual 
life, from the babe in Christ, to those 
who by the abounding influence of The 
Holy Spirit have attained to the " measure 
of the stature of the fulness of Christ." 
(Eph. iv. 13.) I am thankful for this 
opportunity to record my great apprecia- 
tion of, and debt of gratitude to, that 
blessed institution.* 

The time at length arrived for my de- 
parture from my spiritual birth-place, 
having received much more instruction in 
Divine things from my valued Godmother, 
whose prayers were, doubtless, ofiered in 
my behalf until her '* falling asleep in 
Jesus." After my most merciful and 
happy marriage, she came to us on a visit 
for a month, but to our great delight and 
benefit, she favoured us by remaining 
nearly seven. • 

On my arrival at home, an incident 
occurred which must not be omitted, es- 
pecially since it tended, through grace, to 
make me more decided for Christ, and 
against worldly vanities. One morning I

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was axjcosted by the officer of the 6th En- 
niskillen Dragoons, before referred to, 
who afterwards fell in the Crimea, with 

these words, ^* Where the D have you 

been so long, — ^we want you to be steward 
again at the ball/' I replied, "In the 
country ; but I shall not be steward any 
more." " What do you mean? we cannot do 
without you." Ashamed I am that I dare 
not then confess the true cause, but said, "I 
am not sufficiently recovered." He re- 
plied, "You never looked better in your 
life ; when the winter comes, we shall find 
you on Hhe light fantastic toe.'" I 
replied, " No 1 I do not intend it : if there 
were no other world after this, perhaps 
I might." Will it be believed? but so 
it was. This unregenerate young officer, 
(awful as it will appear, and I grieve to 
name it, but fidelity to truth compels me,) 

exclaimed with peculiar emphasis, "D 

the next world ! ! ! " I cannoi describe my 
horror ; but, whilst beholding him turning 
away until he was out of sight, I said 
aloud, "If this be the world, farewell 
world for ever." I have never since seen 
him ; his regiment was soon prdered to 
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Ireland, and, though I wrote a long letter, 
enclosing some tracts, I received no reply. 
Whether he died as he then lived, I know 
not, as I never heard of him until I saw 
his name in the daily paper as a colonel 
in the Crimea, as before named, among 
the list of the slain. He is gone to his 
final account, whilst I am yet most merci- 
fully spared to adore the loving kindness 
and tender mercy of my precious and 
Almighty Captain. 

Shortly after this I began to think 
seriously of preparing for holy orders, 
and entered my name as a student at 
St John's College, Cambridge, where I 
may truly say The Lord's blessing accom- 
panied me. My anxiety for the conversion 
of my beloved family became intense : the 
difl&culty was, how, humanly speaking, to 
commence the important subject. I felt 
I could do nothing without earnest, per- 
severing prayer; and for this purpose was 
very frequently at a throne of grace, not 
as in my days of unregeneracy, but, I 
humbly trust, " praying in The Holy 
Ghost." It will be necessary to say 
something about them. My dear father, 
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as before stated, was a man of strict moral 
character, and most particular in adhering 
to perfect truth, and my dear mother greatly 
under the influence of family pride. Her 
eldest brother, from the testimony of the 
majority of Law Lords, who examined his 
claims, was heir to the Barony of Braye ; 
but from some cause, not easy to explain, it 
was given to his opponent, who now enjoys 
the peerage. My eldest brother, Hastings, 
was fellow and tutor of St John's, Cam- 
bridge, and an author of some celebrity ; my 
youngest brother, Disney, afterwards also an 
author of several valuable works, a talented 
scholar at one of our great public schools ; 
and my sister, peculiarly amiable and in- 
teresting, and just entering into worldly 
vanities. And now, how shall I write it ? 
It pleased The Lord, in infinite love and 
mercy, within two years, to make me the 
very humble, but happy and honoured 
instrument, through the power of The 
Holy Spirit on the heart — for I could 
only appeal to the understanding — of their 
conversion to Christ 1 I propose now, 
God willing, to give a brief account of 
each, with a special view to encourage

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others in similar circumstances ; and truly 
may I say — 

'^ ! to grace how great a debtor, 
Daily I 'm constrained to be, 
Let Thy love, Lord, like a fetter. 
Bind my wandering heart to Thee." 

As the three brothers were now to- 
gether at college, (of course, in different 
years,) the family removed to a residence 
in the neighbouring village of Chesterton, 
within an easy walk of the university. 
Here I prayerfully commenced, so to 
speak, the attack on the kingdom of 
Satan, who was "carrying them captive 
at his will;" whilst, at the same time, 
they believed themselves to be Christians, 
and would be offended if a suspicion to 
the contrary were for a moment enter- 
tained. An opportunity soon occurred 
at the card-table, which, when not at an 
evening party, was as regularly placed, 
(except, of course, on The Lord's day, and 
the fasts and festivals of our Church,) as 
the tea-table 1 The four whist-players 
usually were my father, mother, myself, 
and some friend especially invited for the 
purpose of joining in this time- wasting, 
frivolous, and worldly vanity, — originally 
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invented, as history informs us, to amuse 
an idiot monarch 1 So devoted was my 
father to cards, that when my mother was 
ill, and I absent, he played by himself, 
dealing out to the three dummies with 
the utmost gravity. How difficult it was 
to attack this stronghold of Satan may 
readily be imagined; but nothing is too 
hard for the Almighty Captain to accom- 
plish. I had not one Christian friend to 
advise me, but The Holy Spirit was my 
guide from the commencement to the end. 
One night, when my revered parent 
and myself were playing double dummy, 
(and as I was at home for the long vaca- 
tion, my evenings were at liberty,) I thus 
began, ^^My dear father, will you allow 
me to suggest, that, as we are living at a 
time emphatically called the march of in- 
tellect, when there is so much valuable 
knowledge to be easily obtained, would 
it not be better, instead of playing cards 
ev^ry night, for me sometimes to read 
aloud some interesting work?" To this 
he replied, "No ! I prefer the card-table." 
I thought it prudent then to say no more. 
At our next sitting, I ventured to speak

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stronger, and said, "Do you not think, 
sir, that so much card-playing is ivaste of 
timey which might be more profitably 
employed ? " " William ! what do you 
mean? I prefer the card-table/' This 
was uttered in a very decided tone, 
as if remembering my remark on the 
preceding night, so I thought it most 
judicious (having gained a little, — calling 
it waste of time,) to say no more till the 
next evening. I then ventured to use 
still stronger language, and addressed him 
as follows, " My dearest father, excuse my 
again referring to cards, but I confess I 
feel very deeply respecting the time wasted, 
which I consider sinful ! In our baptism 
we were signed with the sign of the cross, 
in token that we should not be ashamed 
to confess the faith of Christ crucified, 
and to fight manfully under His banner 
against dn, the worldy and the demly and 
to continue Christ's faithful soldier and 
servant unto our life's end." "By our 
card-playing," I added, "we are breaking 
this covenant." During the delivery of 
this quotation, I perceived my venerable 
parent's countenance change, and, moving

his head very angrily, he exclaimed, with 
much emphasis, "What do you mean, 
sir ? where have you been to learn this ? " 
I replied, " My Godmother called my at- 
tention to it, and it has made me feel we 
are all ignorant of the most important of 
all subjects." He rejoined, "How dare 
you talk so to me, sir ? You, a mere boy, 
presume to tell me my duty!" Then, with 
a feeling, which seemed to choke his utter- 
ance, and, accompanied with tears, he said, 
changing his tone to one of grief, " I per- 
ceive you will bring down my gray hairs 
with sorrow to the gravel" This quite 
overcame me, and, for the time, had the 
effect he wished to produce. I said, affec- 
tionately, "My dearest father, anything 
but this, quite the reverse ; my earnest 
desire is to prevent it, that is why I spoke 
as I did ; however, I will now resume the 
cards." On taking them up, he calmly 
uttered, "That's right, now we shall go 
on nicely." I rejoiced I had been able to 
speak so boldly, hoping, by the Divine 
blessing, that I should proceed step by 
step, till my end was gained. 

Of course, my ultimate object was not 
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only to banish cards from the family circle, 
but to be instrumental in "turning them 
all from darkness unto light, and from the 
power of Satan unto God." To this end, 
I spoke from time to time on the subject 
of vital godliness, as they appeared able to 
bear it, bringing prominently forward our 
precious Jesus as "the Alpha and Omega, 
the beginning and the end, the first and 
the last." And because I knew their pre- 
judice against Evangelical truth, I was 
careful not to refer to any books, for some 
time, but the Church Prayer-book and the 
Holy Bible. So particular was I to pre- 
vent their having the slightest ground for 
charging me with giving a wrong comment 
on Scripture, that I simply pointed out 
striking portions; leaving them, by The 
Spirit's power, to give light by their 
entrance into the soul. This they could 
not but consider fair. On one occasion, I 
named the doctrine of ^^ Jiistijication hy 
faith^' contrary to their view of faith and 
works united, and proved my assertion, 
not only from the Word of God, but the 
articles of our venerable Church. On 
referring to the eleventh, my dear father 
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said, " You have not quoted it correctly." 
I immediately placed it before him, when, 
finding I was right, he said, " I confess I 
had quite forgotten itT' This gave me 
an advantage of which I speedily availed 
myself, and quoted others of those glorious 
bulwarks, which further proved his igno- 
rance of them, and evidently made him view 
me with more respect. As to Justijication 
hy faith, I explained that, although salvation 
is entirely of grace through faith, yet that 
works will necessarily follow in every case, 
insomuch that by them '^a lively faith 
is as evidently known as a tree is known 
by its fruits :" and that The Lord's people 
" are His workmanship, created in Christ 
Jesus unto good works, which God has 
before ordained that they should walk in 
them." (Eph. ii. 10.) 

After some time, I ventured to present 
one of the tracts to my revered father, and 
went into another room to pour out my 
soul before a mercy-seat sprinkled with 
Emmanuel's precious blood, for a blessing 
on its perusal. So fervently did I pray 
arising from deep anxiety, that the follow- 
ing very remarkable occurrence took place. 
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Whatever it may be called, I had a strong 
and vivid impression of the following ex- 
traordinary scene. I was prostrate on the 
ground in a kind of agony of prayer for 
the conversion of my beloved family, and 
I imagined the last great day had arrived. 
I thought I was on the summit of a high 
mountain, at the corner of a right angle ; 
whilst that solemn and soul-stirring hymn, 
" Lo ! He comes with clouds descending/' 
was being most beautifully chanted by the 
heavenly choir. All those who had 
^^ washed their robes and made them 
white in the blood of The Lamb" were 
moving by me on one side, calmly and 
majestically, onward and upward, to eter- 
nal bhss ; whilst all the rest of mankind 
were gliding down, on the other side, with 
fearful rapidity to eternal pedition. I be- 
held every member of my family hasten- 
ing by me to the bottomless pit, and as 
they passed, each one shrieked aloud, 
"Oh! save me, save me!" Let not the 
reader deem it strange when I declare, 
however awful it may appear, that instead 
of sympathising with the poor sufferers 
and prajying for their deliverance, I re- 
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plied with calm composure, and the feeling 
that they had no right to enter the celes- 
tial city, "iVb / you love not Jesus /" I felt 
that their day of grace was gone for ever, 
— ^that all earthly ties were dissolved, — 
that they had despised my repeated warn- 
ings and messages of gospel truth, — ^that 
they would not be happy in their unre- 
generate state even in heaven itself, — and 
that it was now " too late!' (The follow- 
ing scriptures, amongst others, bear strongly 
upon this point : Prov. i. 24-31 ; Rev. xxi. 
27; Rev. xxii. 11.) 

What was the effect of this reverie^ or 
dream, or vision, or whatever it may he 
called f It was this, that whilst I con- 
sidered it injudicious to make it known at 
that tune, it increased my fervency in 
prayer for their conversion, and in about 
six months I found it useful in assisting 
me to urge upon them all to ^'flee from 
the wrath to come." 

On rising from the ground, I entered 
the room where I had left the tract, when^ 
to my surprise, my dear father said, "WU- 
liam, where did you obtain this pamphlet?" 
I replied, ^^From Miss B^^xwsiss^r "^^ 
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proceeded, " I should like to procure some 
for my parishes." Most joyfully, but 
with great surprise, I acquiesced ; but told 
him I had some others he might prefer. 
A temporary cloud, however, intervened, 
when he said, '* But I will first send it for 
the opinion of my friend the Dean of 
Lichfield." This seemed to destroy the 
fond hopes his former words had raised, 
but I felt it would not do to oppose him, 
nor appear disappointed. The tract was 
sent, and I endeavoured to pray for a 
favourable answer ; although, knowing Dr 
Woodhouse's general views at that time, I 
dare not venture to expect it. But behold ! 
the overruling of Divine Providence, a 
reply came, fully approving the publica- 
tion ! I could scarcely believe it, and re- 
mained ignorant of the cause of approval 
until some years after, when visiting a 
Christian friend at Lichfield, who thus ad- 
dressed me, "Have you heard of our 
Dean's conversion ? " I replied, with 
much astonishment at his remark, in the 
negative, and requested information as 
to the time and human instrumentality. 
Let it not be thought the tract we sent 
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was the cause, although it was one of 
the pubKcations of the same invaluable 
society. The case was this : A clergyman 
near that city translated Doddridge s 
^^ Rise and Progress of Religion in the 
Soul " into Spanish. The Dean understood 
the language, and was requested to revise 
the translation. Whilst he would pro- 
bably have declined reading the work in 
English, he was flattered by the request, 
and The Holy Spirit was pleased to make 
it the means of imparting to his soul saving 
Evangelical truth; and this, providenti- 
ally, occurred about three months prior to 
the receipt of the tracty which fully ac- 
counts for his approval before-named. 

Having found out the depository of the 
Religious Tract Society at Cambridge, I 
procured many others, and placed them 
from time to time in the hands of my 
revered father ; in whom, after having had 
vsdth him many interesting conversations 
on Divine subjects, I gladly perceived the 
dawning of spiritual %ht. This cheered 
and greatly encouraged me, especially as 
he consented to put away the card-table 
and listen to my reading aloud. He 
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selected "7%e Warning Voice,'^ and 
" Friendly Advice to all whom it may con- 
cern/^ as the tracts to send to his parishes, 
and I most joyfully ordered a sufficient 
number of each at his request. 

One morning, before reading Family- 
prayer, to which, Uke many others, we were 
always accustomed, even in days of unregen- 
eracy, he asked me to read part of the tract, 
" The Warning Voiced To this my dear 
mother strongly objected, but he repeated 
his desire, and I gladly obeyed. At this 
time we had a man servant, quite ignorant 
of "the truth as it is in Jesus;" and as 
he was about to leave, I took every op- 
portunity to instruct him. I was engaged 
in this way the evening before he left, 
and was deeply interested on observing 
him shed tears, hoping that The Holy 
Spirit might be pleased to bless my feeble 
efforts for his soul's salvation. I was so 
long engaged with him, that my dear 
mother became angry, and insisted on my 
retiring to rest. I confess I remained 
some time after this, feeling it was my 
last conversation with the poor man ; and 
was pleased to find in the morning only a 



slight reprimand. About this time my 
dear father became seriously ill, and mani- 
fested much pleasure in having me at his 
bed-side. I read God's word, made spiritual 
observations, and entered somewhat fully 
upon important doctrinal truths — some- 
times engaging in extempore prayeVy in 
which I was » mercifully much assisted. 
One day, when at dinner, the servant 
who attended him came to the dining- 
room door, and told the footman I was 
wanted immediately. Fearing bad news 
from the sick chamber, I hastened up- 
stairs, but found him asleep. My anxiety 
was, however, soon turned into joy, when 
she thus accosted me, " What do you thinky 
siVy my master has just told me you have 
been the means of his conversion!' No one, 
I think, can conceive my delight I I sat 
by him, hoping, when he awoke, he would 
himself communicate the good news. My 
hopes were speedily realised; for he 
opened his eyes, and said, " Dear William, 
is that you?" "Yes I dearest father." 
He then, with tears of joy rolUng down 
his aged cheeks, continued thus, " I want 
to say something that will give you 
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pleasure. I hope I know now what it is 
to be bom again, and you have been the 
means of my conversion." What a moment 
of inexpressible joy was this — I could not 
repress my feelings, but affectionately 
kissed his hand, and mingled my tears 
with his. I then said, "Blessed be God 
for this! how can I sufficiently thank Him? 
I am only the humble instrument in His 
hands — ^to Him be all the praise;" He 
then said, "My dear WilHam, we must 
endeavour to bring your dear motiier 
round." At this moment, fearing from 
my long absence from the dinner table 
that something was amiss, she entered the 
room, when he said, " My dear, I think, 
after all our unkindness, dear William is 
right ; he has been the means of my con- 
version." "What I has he converted youV^ 
" No I he has not, but I humbly trust 
God has by his means. I should like his 
Godmother to pay us a visit." " That she 
never shall," said my mother, "she will 
turn Eliza's head." Fearing this might 
be spiritually injurious to the dear sufferer, 
I exclaimed, "Would to God, madam, she 
could turn her heart." "There, there,

that is always the way with you Meth- 
odists." I said, " lam not a Methodist, 
but a member of the Church of England, 
and all I have said at any time is in per- 
fect accordance with her tenets." 

My dear father mercifully recovered, 
and I found him most useful in my anxious 
" work of faith and labour of love." He 
desired to remove his worldly-minded 
Curates from his parishes, and, as they 
were not licensed, he succeeded. He ap- 
pointed as their successors, men who 
"knew nothing but Jesus Christ, and 
Him crucified," and preached His "un- 
searchable riches." A letter of cordial 
thanks was received from a pious county 
magistrate who resided in one of them, 
who had before been obliged to take his 
family three miles to hear the truth. And 
as to the cards, all the packs that could 
be found were consigned to the flames. 
Truly may we exclaim, " What hatii God 
wrought?" Many interesting events are 
omitted, and some recorded may not have 
all been in exact order, but one now oc- 
curred which afforded me peculiar gratifica- 
tion, especially as clearly proving the change 
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in the views and feelings of this now more 
than ever beloved parent. He effectually 
but courteously signified less desire to wel- 
come at his table the College acquaintances 
of my two brothers, and told me to invite 
my pious friends. Many, from different Col- 
leges, were selected by me for their piety, 
learning, and gentlemanly bearing, since I 
feared, that men without these latter quali- 
fications, would find no acceptance with the 
other members of my family. We occa- 
sionally had concerts of sacred music, dif- 
ferent to the former worldly songs. I 
may truly say, I did nothing without ear- 
nest prayer for Divine direction, and, I 
doubt not, my prayers were graciously 
answered. My beloved father's last words 
were, ^^ Come, Jesus Christ, blessed Lord ;^' 
and the monument erected to his memory 
in Lichfield Cathedral, records the fact of 
his having found Christ in his latter 
days. 

I now proceed with the means especially 
applied by The Holy Spirit in the con- 
version of my beloved sister, who was the 
next of the family who felt the power of 
Divine grace. My eldest brother haying 
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been much displeased at the disappearance 
of the card-table by my father's wish, and 
the gradual substitution of EvangeUcal 
men at his house, witii other marks of con- 
version, seemed determined, by every pos- 
sible means, to check its progress, and 
prevent the further spread of what he 
considered " the new light " in the family. 
To my utter amazement he one day said 
to me, "William, I am going to dine at 
Chesterton to-morrow, will you go?" 
Hoping that his former endeavours to 
keep me from home as much as possible, 
might be ended, and his feelings towards me 
improved, I gladly replied in the aflSrma- 
tive, not in the least degree suspecting the 
trap he was about to lay. I accordingly 
went, and instead of being, as I supposed, a 
mere family party, what was my astonish- 
ment to find a number of his talented friends 
— several of them high wranglers, and 
holding important college appointments — 



actually invited, not by my dear parents, 
but by him, on purpose, as I afterwards 
discovered, to conjfront me in argument. 
Not one of them, as far as I could judge, 
had felt the power of the gospel. I en- 
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deavoured to lift up my heart, again and 
again, for Divine strength for the battle I 
perceived was about to commence ; and I 
did not pray in vain. As soon as the cloth 
was removed (for it was his object that 
our mother and sister should be present to 
witness, as he hoped, my defeat) my brother 
thus opened the attack : " William, your 
friend Simeon is a hypocrite, you know." 
I replied, " I beg your pardon, I don't 
know it." "Yes, he is, and you are an- 
other." " I only wish I were Uke him." 
" But you are ! He is a Dissenter, and so 
are you." " I beg your pardon, Hastings, 
you are a Dissenter, not Mr Simeon^ which 
I can prove. He preaches in accordance 
with the HomiUes, Articles, and Liturgy 
of our Churchy and you do not. Now, as a 
Dissenter is one who dissents, and you 
dissent from our Church doctrines, you are 
a Dissenter. Can you tell me, which is, 
according to our Church, founded on God's 
word, the way of salvation ? " He repUed, 
" I knew that before you were born — ^faith 
and works, to be sure." " I told you, you 
are a Dissenter ! that is neither the doc- 
trine of our Church, nor the word of God. 
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The eleventh article plainly declares, we 
are accounted righteous before God only for 
the sake of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, by faith, and that not for our own 
vrorks or deservings. Therefore that we 
are justified by faith only,' is a most 
wholesome doctrine, and very full of com- 
fort, as is more largely expressed in the 
Homily on Justification." To this he re- 
plied, as my dear father had done before, 
"You have misquoted it." I fetched a 
prayer book, and in the presence of the 
whole party, who were then quite silent, 
proved I was right ; when, somewhat con- 
fused, he said, '^ I forgot that, it is a long 
time since I read it." I replied, "But 
you promised at your ordination to preach 
in accordance with the doctrines of our 
Evangelical Church, — I have shown you 
do not, and have therefore proved my 
assertion, that you are a Dissenter." 

My brother, of course, was much dis- 
pleased, and spoke on various other points, 
in which he was occasionally joined by some 
of his friends ; but through The Lord's 
great mercy I was enabled, though then 
an undergraduate, to answer them all. I 
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had truth on my side, and ^^ magna est 
Veritas et prevalebit" My dear father 
listened with great interest, and when he 
spoke, supported my argument. I called 
the attention of the party to our baptismal 
covenant, &c., and was throughout most 
mercifully upheld by my precious and 
Almighty Captain. 

And now, well may I exclaim, I the 
riches of Divine grace ! Little did my 
dear brother think what would be the 
result of his stratagem to prevent the 
little leaven of truth leavening the whole 
lump. Not only was my dear father more 
than ever confirmed ^4n the faith," but it 
pleased The Holy Spirit to apply the 
truths uttered that evening to the soul 
of my dear sister ! For some time she 
had been displeased at my opposing her 
attendance at the ball-room ; and, though 
naturally most affectionate and amiable, 
she had recently manifested comparative 
coolness. However, on my leaving the 
party for my College rooms, delighted and 
thankful was I to hear her say, " My dear 
William, as I found after dinner that 
Hastings and his talented friends were 
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unable to answer your arguments, I am 
now fully convinced, after all, that you are 
right." I felt I could not be sufficiently 
thankful for this great encouragement, 
especially since it was so unexpected. I 
went and poured out my heart in praise 
and thanksgiving to The Tri-une God. 

I occasionally visited the sick in the 
parish, and thought it would be a means 
of grace, if my sister accompanied me ; 
and on seeing me pray without a book, 
she expressed her great astonishment. 

Time rolled on, and I watched with 
peculiar interest this tender plant, and 
rejoiced to find that she continually 
sought my company. It was evident how 
rapid was her "growth in grace and the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ," fully renouncing that world, which 
before had presented, with acceptance, its 
gilded bait. She was subsequently united 
to one of my dear College friends, a man 
of decided piety, the Rev. Charles Leving- 
ston, M.A., Rector of St Lawrence, Isle 
of Wight, where she sweetly "slept in 
Jesus," 6th July 1860. I was much 
strengthened to preach two Funeral ser-

mons, which were published at the 
earnest request of her devoted husband, 
under the title of " The Gathered Flower!' 
I was informed that a copy of these ser- 
mons was sent by her valued friend. Lady 
Cosway, to the Queen. Her Majesty's 
librarian himself told me, in the Royal 
Library at Windsor, that the Prince Con- 
sort was so pleased with them, that he 
placed them, when at Osborne Palace, 
with the other books His Royal High- 
ness took with hun to Windsor. Of 
course I felt gratified at this announce- 
ment, especially as there is reason to be- 
lieve that he had found Jesus, " The Rock 
of AgeSy' of which beautiful hymn the 
prince was very fond. 

I found various books useful, from time 
to time, to put into the hands of my dear 
family, who, after my sister's conversion 
to Christ, were equally divided, three 
and three — enlightened and unenlightened. 
One was " The Decision ; or, Religion must 
he all, or it is nothing ;" and another, " The 
Principles of the Christian Faith,'' by Miss 
Catharine Sinclair, daughter of the Right 
Hon. Sir John Sinclair, Bart., and which. 
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being- by a lady of her position, was better 
received than an ordinary vrork. And a 
third, "^ Guide to Young Disciples of the 
Holy Saviour on their way to Immortality ^^^ 
published by the Religious Tract Society. 
I found this also very useful, especially as 
it treats, so powerfully and scripturally, of 
worldly vanities, and proved so clearly the 
Deity of The Lord Jesus Christ. 

My next direct appeal, after my sister's 
conversion, was to my dear mother, when 
sitting alone at her work-table ; but I did 
it with much affection and respect. I re- 
ferred to the fact of our's being now a 
divided family, observing that once we 
were all spiritually dead together, but 
that now just one half, through grace, 
had been made " new creatures in Christ 
Jesus," (2 Cor. v. 17) ; and that my great 
anxiety was now that herself and my two 
brothers should become equally happy. 
She said with much earnestness that she 
did not approve of such new-fangled no- 
tions, that . she would never believe them, 
and that I was destroying Eliza's worldly 
prospects, since she would not now receive 
the attentions of a man of fortune, a visitor 
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in the family, because he did not think as 
she did. I left her, and wrote a long 
letter of nineteen pages of quarto letter 
paper, on spiritual subjects, proving my 
assertions from a large number of quota- 
tions from the word of God. I asked her 
next morning if she had read it, when she 
said, "No ! it will take a month to read." 
I should here explain that I copied the 
numerous quotations from a book, in 
which I had from time to time inserted 
striking portions of God's Word, especi- 
ally such as related to renouncing the 
world, persecution for Christ's sake, and 
other topics applicable to the state of 
things in our family at that time. I again 
asked her, in a day or two, if she had 
obliged me by perusing it, adding that, if 
not, she could not possibly understand my 
arguments. She said, " Only part of it ; 
I shall never have patience to read it 
through." Her feelings became so excited, 
and particularly because she could not 
reply to my observations, that she was 
seized with a Jit, and fell upon the ground 
in evident agony, which proved to be gout 
in the stomach, to which she was subject, 




of a dangerous character. I endeavoured 
to raise her, but without effect. Whilst 
thus prostrate, my father entered the 
room, and I told him candidly that my 
conversation had excited her. Notwith- 
standing his great affection for me at this 
time, yet so deeply did he feel what he 
beheld, that he exclaimed, ^^ You wretch, 
you have killed your mother ! " Through 
much mercy, I realised the blessed truth, 
(Isa. xxvi. 3), "Thou wilt keep him in 
perfect pea^e, whose mind is stayed on 
Thee, because he trusteth in Thee ; " 
and I felt perfect conviction that she 
would not die. He proceeded, " Send 
instantly for Dr Haviland." He was, as 
soon as possible, at the side of the dear 
sufferer, and having frequently attended 
her, was at once acquainted with the 
nature of the malady. I confessed to him 
also that, instrumentally, my conversation 
had been the cause of her illness, I 
observed him look very serious, and de- 
manded if he considered her in danger, 
and he replied in the affirmative. For 
this and the other questions, I had a 
peculiar reason. " Do you think her," I 
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added, " in great danger." " I do indeed." 
I was still most mercifully "kept in per- 
fect peace," when I proceeded to ask, " Dr 
Haviland, do you think the danger imme- 
diate, so that she may not long survive?" 
On his replying, "Indeed, I cannot say 
how soon she may depart," I said, deli- 
berately and calmly, " Then, sir, you can- 
not refuse to kneel down whilst I pray for 
her." I doubt not this took him by sur- 
prise, but I instantly knelt, and he fol- 
lowed my example, together with my dear 
father. I was strengthened to pour out 
my soul in extempore supplication at a 
mercy-seat sprinkled with the blood of 
Jesus, the great Physician, prayed for a 
blessing on the remedies about to be used, 
and that the painful occurrence might be 
overruled and sanctified. Little did I 
think how that unworthy prayer was 
about to be speedily answered, and in 
more ways than one. How shall I record 
it? It pleased the Holy Spirit to use 
that very prayer for the commencement of 
the work of grace in her soul ! This she 
herself declared the next day, as soon as 
permitted to speak. Judge of my delight 
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on hearing her address me thus, "William, 
my dear, you little thought what was pass- 
ing in my mind during your prayer when 
Dr Haviland was here. I felt as I never 
felt before; I now begin to understand 
what you mean as to true religion, and I 
hope to feel it." On hearing this, it may 
be imagined my delight knew no bounds. 
My dear father and sister participated in 
the joy, and I doubt not the angelic host 
shared the same. My beloved mother's 
last words were, " ComCj Lord JesuSy 
come ; blessed Saviour , cormP 

There remained now but my two dear 
brothers, who were still unconvinced and 
unconverted. My prayerful anxiety for 
them was intense. They could not under- 
stand how, one by one, all the other mem- 
bers of the family had been led to renounce 
the world, and to leave the Parish Church, 
to attend the ministry of that beloved 
minister, the effect of whose labours will 
not be known on this side eternity, the 
Rev. Charles Simeon, M.A., Fellow of 
King's College. I had the privilege of 
attending his soirees and sermon parties, 
and introduced many GoWfc^^b ^<ev>iS^ \i^ 
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him ; and he gave me my first curacy. For 
this I can never be sufficiently grateful, 
since there I found my beloved wife, who 
has successfully laboured with me in The 
Lord's vineyard upwards of two and forty 
years! It occurred to me that, as my 
father was at this time unable to attend 
Trinity Church, it might prove of great 
spiritual benefit if dfear Mr Simeon, and 
his valued friend Mrs Domford, would call 
upon my dear parents. This they most 
readily did; but the circumstance was 
very displeasing to my eldest brother, who 
felt it was identifying the family with 
one whom he had not then been taught, 
as he afterwards was, to love and respect. 
One day, on speaking to him of the rege- 
neration of all the family, except himself 
and youngest brother, he was exceedingly 
annoyed, and used language which I 
gladly omit, and which he afterwards 
deeply regretted, I told him we could 
not all be right, and that although I was 
so much his junior, and felt my inferiority, 
yet I should be glad if- he would let us 
meet together occasionally, to examine the 
important subject in the light of God's 
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Word, and the formularies of our Church. 
To this he consented, probably ashamed to 
refuse the challenge, lest I should declare 
that he could not answer me, or he would, 
of course, gladly do so ; and perhaps also, 
in the spirit of the great Goliath, when 
addressing the stripling David, thinking 
that he should be the conqueror. How- 
ever, I approached the subject, "strong in 
The Lord and the power of His might," 
and David's God was my God. He en- 
deavoured by every means to prove the 
truth of his own views, but in vain I In 
infinite love. The Holy Spirit at length 
applied to his heart, as well as to his 
understanding, "the truth as it is in 
Jesus;" and one Thursday, to my utter 
amazement and delight, he himself pro- 
posed to accompany me to hear Mr Simeon 
preach. We went, and on leaving Trinity 
Church, he said he had been highly de- 
lighted, and requested me to introduce 
him on the following morning to that man 
of God.* 

Previous to our calling at King's Col- 
lege, I went and made known what I

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have just stated, when the venerable 
servant of Christ lifted up his hands and 
exclaimed, in his peculiarly courteous and 
affectionate manner, " Thank God for 
this." We called, had a profitable visit, 
and on leaving, Mr Simeon kindly invited 
us to dine, to meet two senior wranglers, 
and a third and fourth wrangler, which he 
seemed pleased to mention, as an induce- 
ment for my brother to accept the invita- 
tion. He did so, and expressed gratitude 
to me (which he afterwards recorded in his 
Diary) for the spiritual good I had been 
instrumental in imparting, and now for 
introducing him to this model minister of 
Christ. On the appointed day, we met at 
dinner the interesting party, including the 
curate of Trinity Church, who, to my sur- 
prise, (and I doubted if he acted judici- 
ously, in the case of one who probably 
could then only see indistinctly the preci- 
ous doctrines of the gospel), actually re- 
quested the favour of my dear brother to 
take his duty for one or more Lord's days 
during his absence in the country I I con- 
fess I trembled for the result, and quite 
I anticipated a negative reply; but it was 
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affirmative. This was overruled for good : 
it made him more decided for Christ, and 
brought him more in communion with 
pious men, and with Mr Simeon himself; 
and I have reason to believe, was instru- 
mental in his growth in gi-ace. As a 
matter of course, this decision, and unit- 
ing himself with the Evangelical party, 
aroused no little stir in the University, 
which was manifested in various ways not 
necessary to notice. He became so at- 
tached to Mr Simeon's ministry, that he 
stated in his diary, he would not omit 
hearing him preach for a guinea a time. 

All the members of the family were now 
through grace brought to the foot of the 
cross, but my youngest brother, Disney. 
Though last in finding Jesus, I can truly 
say he was not the least, eventually, in 
spiritual stature. Of an amiable dispo- 
sition, like our sister, it was more difficult, 
humanly speaking, to convince him of sin. 
He had of course been a spectator of what 
had occurred in our family, and a frequent 
hearer of what I said ; and had seen them, 
one by one, in the following order, uniting 
with The Lord's people, " with their €'?>i;ife^ 
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Zionwards," viz., myself, my father, my 
sister, my mother, and my eldest brother. 
Strange to say, the turning point seemed 
to be the Godhead of Christ, — a doctrine, 
on which, in his regenerate days, no one 
could be more sound and decided. One 
morning when ^^ reasoning with him out of 
of the Scriptures," and again referring to 
his being the last left behind in the 
heavenly race, not having yet commenced 
it — ^he said, ^^ Well, if you will prove that 
Christ is God, I will believe all you say 
on other points." I gladly requested him 
to sit down, and said I would endeavour, 
by the Divine blessing, to do so. I be- 
lieve we conversed for upwards of an hour, 
whilst I lifted up my heart in earnest 
prayer ; when, at length, to my inexpres- 
sible joy, he exclaimed, ^^ I yield T He, 
too, by the power of the same Holy 
Spirit, subsequently became a most de- 
voted and enlightened minister of Christ 
— surpassed by few, I quite believe, in 
holiness, and love to our blessed Master 
He sweetly ^^ slept in Jesus " at Torquay, 
September 17, 1869; and I only waited for 
this, to him, glorious event, to publish this

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remarkable narrative. A few months ago, 
when visiting us, we confirmed an agree- 
ment we had before made, when our eldest 
brother died in Christ, that the survivor 
of us, should bring it before the world, 
which clearly proves his appreciation of it. 
I little expected, / should be the one, in 
God's gracious design, to do so. May I 
have grace during the remnant of my days 
to devote myself, "body, soul, and spirit," 
to the service of Him, whom, in His 
Trinity of persons, and Unity of Jehovah, it 
is quite impossible to bless and praise suf- 
ficiently on this side eternity, for making 
me the humble and happy instnmient of 
the conversion of every member of my be- 
loved and now eternally happy family ! 
"Not unto me, LORD, not unto me, but 
TO thy name be all the praise ! ! !"

I OUGHT to add that I am indebted, under 
the Divine blessing, to another Christian 
lady, Miss Tanner — now also, through 
grace, in glory — ^for having convinced me, 
that, as a follower of the self-denying 
Jesus, and especially as one of His un- 
worthy ministers, I ought to countenance, 
practically, the great Temperance move- 
ment. I signed the pledge nearly thirty 
years since, and joined the valuable original 
society, called The National Temperance 
League, composed of members of all 
Christian denominations. I am thankful 
to say, that in many ways I have derived 
much personal benefit, and also influenced 
a large number to join. About six years 
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since I was privileged to assist that emi- 
nent dignitary of our Church, The Dean 
of Carlisle, and other friends of the cause, 
to form The Church of England and 
Ireland Terwperance Reformation Society, 
which is now also doing a great work, and 
mmibers about seven hundred clergymen 
of various ranks ; and many laymen, civil, 
naval, and military.

Two other events, among many others, 
causing the displeasure of my dear eldest 
brother, are worthy of notice. It was not 
then customary to give the responses in 
the College Chapel, and our beautiful 
prayers were quickly repeated by the 
minister. I felt it my duty as a church- 
man, and knowing it is particularly en- 
joined, to set a better example. This so 
caused his anger that he declared, when 
he officiated in the following week, he 
would not give me time! On this determi- 
nation he literally acted ; but, through 
Divine strength, I was able to persevere, 
and was followed by other undergraduates, 
until at length, I am thankful to say, the 
College authorities, including the Master 
(the Dean of Ely), practically sanctioned 
the various responses, and it has ever since 
been the custom. Several other Colleges 
have also since adopted it — Shaving before 
been as irreverent as St John's. 
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The other occurrence was, my proving 
to my brother, from their own publica- 
tions, that The Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge enunciated Jive ways 
of salvation! viz., repentance — works— faith 
and works united — a holy life — and, (which 
is the only scriptural one, and sanctioned 
by the Church of England), hy grace, 
through a living faith in Jesus, ^Hhe way" 
uniting to Him, and bringing forth much 
fruit, by the power of the Holy Spirit, to 
the glory of the Tri-une God. After much 
argument, he confessed I was right, and 
he was led to examine their publications 
more closely. The result was that he, and 
four other Essex Rectors, sent many pro- 
tests to the venerable society ; which, after 
frequent discussion at their meetings, re- 
sulted in various erroneous tracts being 
discontinued, and sound scriptural ones 
substituted in their place. — To The Lord 
be all the praise in both cases !
